MEXICO CITY, Jan. 5. — Word 
was received here this week of the 


Brau, correspondent of El Machete, 
Mexican Communist Party organ, 
and of the New Masses of New 
York. 

Torriente Brau was killed at the 
Pozuelo de Aragon front, where he 
fought with the militia, after in- 
forming his newspaper that “he 
could not remain here merely as a 
Spectator.” 

At the time of his death he was 
political commissioner of a column 
made up of peasants from Castilla 
and Extremadura provinces. 

Torriente Brau was a Cuban, one 
of the most militant fighters against 
the Machado regime and against 

imperialism. He was wounded by 
Machado's police and later was im- 
prisoned for two years in the Cuban 
dungeons, suffering horrible tor- 
tures. He was released when Ma- 
chado fell, but continued his fight 
for the people. 

When the strike movement of 
March, 1935, was suppressed with 
the aid of Jefferson Caffery, U. S. 

Ambassador, Torriente Brau was 
forced to flee to New York. There 
he worked on the docks, was a street 
peddler, dishwasher, hotel employe, 
until the Fascist revolt broke out in 
Spain. He left immediately as cor- 
respondent for the New Masses and 
El Machete.

What's Behind the 
De Jonge Decision 


The decision of the Supreme Court re- 
versing the conviction of Dirk De Jonge, Ore- 
gon Communist, on a charge of violating 
the state criminal-syndicalism law is a vic- 
tory in the struggle to maintain and extend 
civil liberties. 

In this instance the Supreme Court cer- 
tainly followed the election returns. Never 
before has this autocratic body upheld 
fundamental constitutional rights in a case 
involving a Communist. It is evident that 
the mass uprising on Nov. 3 against those 
reactionary interests whom the Supreme 
Court represents has wrung this important 
concession from the uncrowned monarchs 
of the U. S. A. 

The Court’s positive step in reversing the 
conviction of De Jonge was, however, hedged 
about with reservations that emphasize the 
essentially reactionary character of this ju- 

‘dicial oligarchy and the need for further 

measures to defend civil liberties. 
In the first place, though the entire ar- 
gument of the unanimous decision clearly 
implies that not merely was De Jonge il- 
legally convicted, but that the entire Oregon 
criminal-syndicalism law is unconstitutional, 
the Court left the law intact. In fact, by cit- 
ing its decisions in other cases involving 
’ ¢eriminal syndicalism and criminal anarchy 

das, the Court intimates that this vicious 
type of legislation, passed in most cases dur- 
ing the Red-baiting hysteria of the war and 
post-war days, is entirely in keeping with 
the Bill of Rights. 

The Court goes further: by pointing out 
that while De Jonge “was a member of the 

Communist Party, he was not indicted for 
_. participating in its organization, ox for join- 

ing it, or for soliciting members or for dis- 

N tributing its literature,” it gives a tip to the

That was the trouble with the old 
AAA and now with the soil conservation pro- 
gram: they are designed to meet the needs 
of the capitalist market rather than the 
needs of the great mass of the farmers. 

And it is the objections of the reaction- 
ary capitalists rather than the needs of the 
masses that have caused Wallace to throw 
cold water on proposals to solve the problem 
of farm tenancy despite President Roose- 
velt’s pre-election pledge that definite steps 
would be taken in this direction. 

Secretary Wallace’s evasions cannot be 
permitted to ylock progressive farm legis- 
lation at this session of Congress. Land 
must be provided for the landless farmers, 
every farmer guaranteed the right to his 
farm and chattels, and concrete steps 
taken to end the brutal system which holds 
millions of Negro and white sharecroppers 
and their families in a state of peonage. 

Crop insurance must be provided — not 
the Wallace kind, which would help only the 
well-to-do farmers — but insurance for the 
mass of the farmers, financed by the gov- 
ernment through taxation of high income 
and accumulated wealth. 


Those farmers who nominally own their 
farms, but actually own only a heavy mort- 
gage debt, require government refinancing 
of their mortgatres at low rates of interest. 
Such refinancing should steer clear of the 
pitfalls of inflation such as marred the Fra- 
zier-Lemke Bill. Funds can be raised in the 
same way as those for crop insurance: 
through taxation of the rich. 

It is along these lines that the recent 
meeting of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party drew up its proposals for 
farm legislation. It is along these lines that 
farm groups, organized labor and other pro- 
gressive organizations should unite for ac- 
tion at this session of Congress.

Home Sweet Home- 


Death-Traps for Poor 


Four more deaths in fires in Philadelphia 
—three of them children and one a WPA 
worker—add to the ghastly toll of victims 
of slum housing conditions throughout the 
country. 

These fires can be considered “accidents” 
only if one chooses to ignore the facts.
